Depth breaks of a “clear form" are observed only at 
oceanic depressions, where these breaks have not been filled 
with sediments, as in the north eastern part of the Pacific. 
In geosyncline regions such breaks frequently extend to the 
surface of the earth, but ina somewhat camouflaged way- On 
plateaus, depth breaks are generally covered by sediments, and 
are discovered by drilling or geophysical prospecting. While 
some depth breaks are associated with zones of large elevations 
and depressions, other breaks show no specific depth struc- 
tures. Thus the question of correlation between depth folds 
and depth breaks has to be solved for each case separately. 

It must be taken into consideration that the earth's crust 


consists of ‘a substance which inherits both prittle and tansile 


properties. The present status of classification of tectonic 
movements is unsatisfactory. Soviet geologists are using 
several classification systems, which are: the Gilbert system, 
which classifies the tectonic movements into epeirogenetic and 
orogenentic; the M.M. Tetyayev - y¥.V. Belousov system (oscil- 
Card 5/6 lating, folding and breaking). Other scientists (E. Krenkel', 
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s E.V. Pavlovskiy) proposed new terms, which the author rejects. 
The author supports the proposal made by S. Bubnov, who sub- 
divided the tectonic movements into the following 3 types: 
epeirogenetic (oscillating), dictyogenetic (wave-shaped), and 
orogenetic (folding). ‘The author holds that the ideal classi- 
fication would be one which is based on the causes of the 
movement, its genesis. However, as the clarification of the 
causes of tectonic movements is rather difficult, the author 
proposes 4 classificatiion according to the depth of their 
origin, as first proposed by N.S. Shatskiy and elaborated by 
Ye.A. Presnyakov, dotsent of the Irkuteak University. When 

_ analyzing the causes for tectonic activities, the author estab- 
» lished 3 basic sources of energy: 1. Gravitation. 2. Thermic- 
radioactive decomposition (decay). 3. Mechanical - rotas¢ion 
of the earth. The author attributes greatest importance for 
tectonic developments to gravitational compression of matter 
and its subsequent transformation resulting in contraction 
and elevation. It is necessary to assign an appropriate yart tp 
isostasy, as a factor regulating tectonic movements.
